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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reference Malm (3517315) was only used 
as a redundant reference to further illuminate the Greenberg reference to the attorney. Greenberg in itself sufficiently discloses the 
claimed invention. Greenberg shows that the audio signal that is wirelessly broadcasted (Fig. 1 ) can be done by a telephone (column 2, 
lines 16-23, 36-50 and column 4, lines 6-12) . If it is wirelessly done, then the telephone must be a wireless telephone, which is 
equivalent to a cell phone. The data being sent is first encoded with a source identification and timing signals to form a digital 
representation (column 4, lines 2-5), after which it is wirelessly transmitted. Thereby the rejection is maintained. 
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
